Ourontranes was grested 

by a friendly ‘company at tho aut-skitts of 
«the village, who escorted us without dolay 
to the chiof’s house. . Wo' were struck at 
once by tho peculiar appearance of the 
‘young women at’ the village gate. Their 
‘dross was. of tho pattern’ common in most” 
‘Leo villages, a short skirt ot sarong and a 
small closely-ftting jacket, bub the distin- 
guishing feature in the dress of thoxe be- 
fore us was the ‘enormous ear-rings they 
wore, These'rings were made of brasa aud 
wire from: four to six inches in diameter. 
Some of the damsels at this place had no 
Jous than four of thesobrass hoops suspended 
from each ‘ear. .When allowed to hang 
down, . these cumbrous ornaments rost 
agsinst -the shoulders, giving a most ladi- 
crows appearance tothe wearer. It being 
the duty of these women to carty water and 
other burdens on their chouldera, 1 was 
puizled to see how thoy would manage with 
these immense’ rings dangling in the way; 
but the question waa quickly solved, as t 
gawa meok litilo damsel, dofily fold four’ 
pairs of wiusually large brass tings ovag 
cach othor on the top of her head, tako up 
har carrying pole and wator buckets, and’ 
trip lightly down to the village spring. 

Tho chief was not. at home when, we 
arrived, but we were made welcome and 
given the full uso of his house. , ‘This house. 
was of the ordi y type, lang and narrow, 
oval in shape, high in front and Jow at tho 
back bat act raised from the ground. The 
sides wore mate of strong posts, interlaced 
with split bamboos, and tho roof covered 
with a heavy thatch of jungle grass. It 
was divided by. bamboo partition, the 
main section being in the rear’ and con- 
taining several beds made of split bamboos, 
raised a foot from the ground along one 
side, tho fire-place and the various articles 
for household use being on the opposite 
side, while the outer section contained tho 
far utensila, a curious collection of 

imitive implenionts, and various kinds of
